A receiving set of imposing complete 
ness had been set up in the Alain Lec- 
ture theatre of the Macdonald Physic 
Bldg, and connected to the "acria 
which can be seen stretching from the 
Physics to the Arts building any clear 
day. 

Mr. Finlayson, the President called 
the meeting to order and outlined a pro 
gram of activities which in all probabili 
ty will be enlarged upon later. 

"It was suggested at a meeting of 
the officers last Thursday," said Mr. 
Finlayson, "that there be two meetings 
per week". "On Thursday advanced lec- 
tures by members of the club will be 
alternated by lectures given by Profcs 
sors of the Physics Department who 
have kindly offered their services for 
this purpose, and, by outside men." 

After a little discussion it was decid- 
ed to exact a fee of $1.00 from all pros- 
pective members for the current year.

BOXERS TO PUT 
ON EXHIBITION 

Four Men Chosen to Go to 
St. Annes. 



More than one man at the boxing 
workout last night gave utterance to ex- 
pressions of unstinted praise at the pep 
shown by the club. All were very en- 
thusiastic about their instruction and 
their coach. Each class showed an in- 
crease in attendance which indicated 
that there will be very keen competi- 
tion in the inter-class and inter-faculty 
boxing dominations. These eliminations 
arc to start within a fortnight and any- 
one disirous oi entering should start 
training at once. 

Eighty men attended the S o'clock 
class and thirty-three were present at the 
6 o'clock workout. The men were first 
put through a fifteen-minute period of 
class instruction. Following this the 
gloves were put on and the men were 
given a chance to practice the various 
feints, counters and guards demonstrat- 
ed by the coach. Only a few men were 
advanced to the six o'clock class the 
Coach feeling that more experience was 
necessary for the likely ones. 

Four men were chosen from the six 
o'clock class to give exhibition bouts, 
at St. Anne's next Tuesday. It is hoped 
that many of such short trips will be ar- 
ranged for the boxers during this ses- 
sion. The men chosen will not always 
be the best boxers but will be invariably 
those men who show the keenest in- 
terest and "pep" during the practice. 
The B. W. & F. Executive hopes to be 
able to make, very shortly, definite an- 
nouncement of a trip to Ottawa for a 
boxing team, and possibly wrestlers. 
Everyone will have a chance to make 
the team if he is attentive and determin- 
ed to get everything possible out of his 
excellent coaching. 

There is still a shortage of heavy men 
but a number arc expected to present 
themselves for training at the close of 
the rugby season. 

There will be a meeting of the B. \V. 
&. F. Executive, including the Faculty 
boxing representatives to-day, at S p. 
m, in the Union. It is important that 
every one interested in this meeting at- 
tend.

Sutherland, J. Blacklock, Paw Dooner 
and several others. 

From such a galary of stars it is cer- 
tain that a very strong team could be. se- 
lected, as all positions from goal to for- 
ward are well represented. 

"Noriry" Montgomery and "Paw" 
Dooncr and "Ski" Scott are three goal 
lenders the equal of any McGill has had 
for some years. "Vec" Henry star of 
1919-20 and Jim Cully, captain of last 
years' team, arc a pair of defence stars 
whom it would be hard to beat, and on 
the forward line, as can be seen from 
the the foregoing list, there is any 
amount of good material, all of the 
names mentioned being those of out- 
standing players on McGill teams during 
the last seven orci^ht years.

Graduate Manager Geo. B. "Cy" 
Thurston of the Syracuse University 
football Team arrived in Montrca 
Thursday morning to arrange the 
final details of the arrival of the Or 
ange Squad— which is due at 10.30 this 
morning. While in the City the entire 
Syracuse delegation— players and Root- 
ers—will be quartered at the Windsor 
Hotel. 

Everything points to a large crowd o 
lovers of the fall sport being in their 
scats at the kick-off Saturday after 
noon at 2 P. M. It is the international 
feature of the conflict that is attractinj 
so much interest and attention. Forty 
seven years ago McGill journeyed to 
Harvard and played a game of rugby 
from which developed much of the pre- 
sent American game of foot-ball.

INTERESTING PLAY 
HERE NEXT WEEK 

Doris Keane Will be Featured 
in "Romance" at His 
Majesty's. 

Many, |irobably most, of the McGill 
men who were overseas in war-time 
have seen Doris Keane in "Romance" 
so it is interesting news to hear that the 
play with the same star in it is to be at 
His Majesty's theatre next week. The 
play had a run of more than a thousand 
nights in London, one of the longest on 
record. Doris Keane played continuous- 
ly in it during the period of tile war in 
spite of air-raids and other hazardous 
conditions. "Society" flocked to see the 
play, and soldiers home on leave made 
"Romance" and Doris Kcatie the special 
object of their admiration. After they 
vent back to the trenches all of then: 
who had the least acquaintance with the 
Muse were inspired to write poems 
about Miss Keane as La Cavallini, the 
the capricious, temperamental, but fas- 
cinating Italian opera singer of the play 
There were enough of these poems to 
till a book, and they have been collect- 
ed into one and published. 

"Romance" is a drama of an unhap- 
py and rather curious adventure oi 
"heart interest", the scene of which is 
aid in New York in the '60's Its cen- 
tral figure is La Cavallini, impersonated 
by Doris Keane as a prima donna of 
grand opera of half a century ago, with 
her coquetry, caprice, quccnliness, spoi!- 
d childishness, and, withal, charn 
One scene full of humorous realism is 
that in her boudoir after the opera, wit 
lier old Italian maid, who has hcrsci 
been a celebrated prima donna in he 
day. Miss Kcanc's little sarcasm about 
her rival Patti, her play with her pel 
monkey, and her friendly talk out of the 
window with her compatriot, the orgai. 
grinder, keep the audience amused. This 
monkey, Adelina by name, has his ow.l 
idiarc in the play, as wil! be remembered 
by those who saw it in London. He i« 
an English "actor", born in the Londor 
Zoological Gardens, and presented tn 
Miss Keane by the Lord Mayor of thai 
city after his (thé Monk's) predecessor 
had come to an untimely end.

Wc have as cuir guests to-day a large number of players and 
students from Syracuse University. The team from the United 
Stat'cs comes to play the first international game of football that 
has b^en staged lor many years. The interest in-the contest has 
attracted attention from the people of both nations, and they will 
be watching the result keenly. 

It is certain that the McGill team will play in its usual sports- 
manlike manner, whether it wins or loses, and it only remains for 
the students to du their part. The visiting team is in a city strange 
to the majority of the players, and it will be at a loss to find the 
proper manner of passing the short time they will be here. Let 
every McGill man feel that it is his personal task to sec that the 
guests of the college arc made welcome.

Every student should consider French a compulsory subject, 
whether wc have the opportunity of learning it in the University, 
or elsewhere, and wc should spare no effort to get at least a fair 
speaking and writing knowledge of the language. 

Unfortunately the teaching of French in McGill is confined 
to the Faculty of Arts, and is only a compulsory subject in the 

'first year. It is presumably not included in the curricula of the 
other faculties owing to the fulness or arrangement of the courses, 
or- because the knowledge of French is deemed less essential. 
Familiarity with French is imperative for the successful practice of 
Law in this province. A 

' * Many people look upon the foreigner as stipid because of' his 
unfamiliarity of English, and it comes as a shock when such an 

• eminent leader as Foch requires an interpreter. Such an attitude 
we rightly condemn, but are we actually much better? 

French, the language of chivalry, of diplomacy, and of arms, 
and so closely related to Latin, was the source of much of our own 
tongue. About eighty-five per cent, of the inhabitants of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, and twenty-five per cent, of the Dominion, are 
French in origin, manners and language. 

To our shame it must be said that as a whole English speak- 
ing Canadians neglect or decline to become bi-lingual, thereby han- 
dicapping themselves in public life and affairs, and helping to keep 

I the races apart. A bi-lingual individual is better equipped, thinks 
clearer, and has a broader vision. Canada has now a place to fill 
in the world, and we must fit ourselves for this larger part.

Gentlemen: — Wc have the follow- 
ing to report in connection with the 
work done by the Scrvcic Committee, 
which acted as a sub-committee under 
the Registration Division in charge 
of Mr. Chas. Henry. 

In all, some 125 men, mainly volun 
teers from the Undergraduate bodies 
of the various faculties, supplied labor 
for the following services: 

1. Central Information Bureau at 
Strathcona Hall, where all sorts of 
information was accumulated and dis- 
pensed. 

2. Mail and telegram service where- 
by all mail addressed to visitors was 
collected and delivered by locating 
the graduate through his registration 
address where possible. 

3. Hotel service— A central booth 
was located in Strathcona Hall where 
a list of registrations was kept and 
all grievances and other difficulties 
straightened out. An additional booth 
was located in each of the larger ho- 
tels co-operating with the central 
booth. 

4. Auto service — Undergraduates, 
about SO in number, lent cars at var- 
ious times during the Reunion for the 
use of visiting graduates, their move- 
ments being controlled from Strath- 
cona Hall 

5. Usher and ticket collecting ser- 
vice was supplied at the Art Gallery 
at the Capital Theatre and the class 
dinners. 

6. Thirty men were supplied for 
ticket taking and traffic control at 
the dance and reception on Friday 
evening. 

7. Boy Scout messenger service was 
maintained during the time that the 
boys were free from school.

TEAM IMPROVES. 



Back eld and Ends Show 
.Great Speed in Yester- 
day's Practice. 

Tlie senior squad yesterday after- 
noon engaged in the last hard workout 
before the game with Syracuse at the 
Molson Stadium on Saturday. "Shag" 
and Eddie Brown sent the team against 
the intermediates 'or a spirited scrim- 
mage which lasted about an hour and 
. thirty minutes. The second team fur- 
nished a strong opposition, and the 
practice was productive of a great 
amount of benefit to the seniors. "Don" 
Baillie led the team through a number 
of formations with great smoothness 
and the "scrubs" found it quite difficult 
at times to break through the first 
tea'm's well formed interference. Time 
and again "Hon", Anderson and "Klin" 
Flanagan tore through the "scrub" team 
defence for gains while the linemen, 
profiting by Jim Callahan's instruction 
of the previous day opened up great 
holes in the line, it was a revelation to 
tec Anderson and Flanagan hitting off 
tackle and plunging through centre with 
such speed thai one would scarcely sus 
prct that they wire handicapped by play 
irj: under rules unfamiliar to them. 

The men running with the ball were 
supported by a beautiful interference. 
The hacks showed much improvement 
in hurling themselves at the opponent's 
secondary defense and thus enabled the 
ball-carr.icr to sweep around the ends 
or ureal advances. 

The forwards piss was attempted 
from scrimmage a number of times and 
on several occasions some pretty passes 
were effected. "Boo" shows 'improve- 
ment with each practice and by Satur 
day he should be not far behind Her- 
bert of Syracuse in speed and accur- 
acy in handling the spiral. "Bones" Lit- 
tle and "iefl" Russell showed their usu- 
al consistency on the receiving end of 
this play. 

The showing of the ends in getting 
down under punts was very encourag- 
ing and their improvement gave the 
coaches considerable satisfaction. They 
ran down the field with greater speed, 
judgcil their distance accurately, and 
rarely missed the man with the ball. 

"Dick" Carroll spent part of the after- 
noon in punting and many of his spirals 
travelled fifty yards and more. They 
possessed good height and this should 
give the wing men plenty of lime to çpt 
down the field. Carroll gets his punts 
off with great speed, and it is not very 
likely that the Orange line will succeed 
in breaking through in time to block 
his kicks. lie has ;>lso been devoting 
some spare moments to perfecting his 
drop kicking, and as soon as McGill 
cts within striking distance of the op- 
linonts' goal line, Carroll will be call- 
II upon to attempt a "3 pointer". 
I In the kicking department the Red and 
/bite should be under no disadvantage, 
/ilh Zimmerman in the line-up Syra- 
lisc aggrega<jôn would probably have 
lie edge, but this star halfback will 
Irobably not be seen in action and the 
Irunt of the kicking will most likely 
lall upon the shoulders of Kcllog and 
llcrhert. and Carroll should, without 
Initeh difficulty, be able to hold his own 
Igainst these men. A gain on an ex- 
Ihnngr of punts shows up to greater ad- 
vantage in the American game for the 
reason that the game is played on a 
Imaller field, the distance between the 
Crossbars being 100 yards, ten yards 
ihortcr than the Canadian football field. 
This, of course, will necessitate some 
Ivork, in moving the goalposts nearer 
\hc center of the field. 

The Syracuse squad is expected to ar- 
rive this morning and will probably 
(lake a light workout at the stadium this 
jftcrnoon when the McGill men will 
Icatch a first glimpse at the American 
Iteam.
